Order Early—This insures you a better selection 
of stock that is scarce and also entitles you to extra 
_ bulbs.. This year, due to a severe drouth through 
this section, many varieties are limited in the amouny 
of roots for sale. Shipments begin about April 1. 
After receiving your~-bulbs, care should be taken to 
keep them from rotting or drying out. They ‘may be 
planted in a box of soil or sand inside, and watered 
sparingly so they will not rot, ‘then later, transplant- 
cd to the garden. If sold out of a certain variety, I 
shall substitute another better or equally as good. 
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Larger Quantity, Other Varieties, Clumps—Many 
varieties are grown in small amounts and are not list- 
cd, so if you are interested in other varieties, write 
about them. If interested in larger quantity, write 
for special prices. Clumps will be sold in the fall at 
two times the price of a root.
